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Activities at International Headquarters 


New Standard Record System 


HE many letters of appreciation and enthusiastic 

comment received from clubs from every section of 

the continent is a fine indication of the acceptability 
of our new standard record system for local Kiwanis 
Ciuss. 

Nearly a year ago preliminary steps were taken look- 
ing forward to the eventual preparation of a complete 
record system for the use of local clubs. Months of 
investigation were necessary in order to produce a system 
extremely simple and at the same time entirely adequate. 
Through the untiring efforts of a committee of the Secre- 
taries’ Conference of the Birmingham Convention, 
headed by P. M. MacCutcheon of Charleston, W. Va., 
the system was evolved, the special loose leaf binders 
prepared, the special form sheets printed and a complete 
system sent to each Kiwanis Cuius on the continent in 
time to begin its use January 1, 1920. A complete set 
of instructions regarding its use has been prepared and 
is in the hands of the local Secretaries. 


The many obvious benefits of a uniform system of 
record-keeping for all Kiwanis Cuuss are realized in 
the new standard record system. The records and explicit 
instructions leave nothing to the imagination and abso- 
lutely insure adequate records if properly used. Every 
new club will receive the standard system immediately 
upon its completion. The whole scheme of operating 
the business of Kiwanis Ciuss is now worked out to 
a scientific basis. 

We should all be justly proud of the fact that although 
the systematic operation of the international organization 
through an established headquarters office dates back 
only eighteen months, we have to-day a standard record 


system, while no other similar organization is rendering 
this service to its local clubs. 


Mid-Year Meeting of International Officers and 
Trustees 

By the time this issue reaches you, the first mid-year 
meeting of the officers and trustees of International 
Krwanis will be a matter of history. This first session, 
which cannot help but usher in a new era in the develop- 
ment of our great organization, will be fully reported in 
the March issue of the publication. 

|The Extension Department 


The continued and increasing success of our extension 
work is a source of much satisfaction to those who remem- 
ber so vividly the early history of the Kiwanis movement. 

One new work has already received such recognition 
and favorable international comment that we have been 
able to build up our force of Field Representatives most 
rapidly, considering the very high type of men we demand 
for this work. 

The International Secretary has just completed a 
seven day trip in the interest of establishing three new 
Kiwanis District organizations and added two splendid 
men to the force on this one trip. 

Annual Payments to Kiwanis International 


Since we have gone extensively into the business of 
preparing and distributing at cost, many needed supplies 
for the use of Kiwanis Ciuss, we are now in need at 
all times of a substantial working capital. 

The ability of headquarters to serve the local clubs 
is in direct ratio to the cooperation received. The early 
payment of the bill for per capita tax will be deeply appre- 
ciated and will inevitably react to the benefit of every 
local club. 


Arranging and Conducting the Noon Luncheons 


The following material appears in the new ‘‘Handbook’”’ of instructions issued to our Field 
Representatives regarding the conducting of the regular noon luncheons 


N ADDITION to being able to adequately present 
i] the Kiwanis idea to prospective members in such 

a way that they will become Kiwanrans, the Field 
Representative must also know how to conduct a success- 
ful noon luncheon meeting. The life of a Kiwanis Cius 
is developed around the weekly meeting so the success 
of the luncheons arranged under your guidance is funda- 
mental to the early success of the club. 


The Meeting Place 


Great care should be taken to select the most satis- 
factory separate dining room in the city as the place to 


hold the noon luncheons. A dark room, poor ventilation, 
poor acoustics or poor seating arrangements will militate 
against the largest success of any meeting. A _ bright, 
well ventilated room with good seating equipment and 
acoustics will materially enhance the success of any 
meeting. 

Care should be taken to have the table arrangement 
such as to insure that each man present may easily see 
the speaker’s table, 


Food and Service 
While it is nearly impossible to provide a menu which 
r 








will meet the 100 per cent approval of every member 
every week, it is possible to make sure that the food is 
of the highest order and is setved at a reasonable price. 
The satisfaction of many members will depend upon 
the kind of meals served at the regular luncheons. 

Prompt and courteous table service is essential to 
the success of a meeting. The luncheon must be com- 
pletely served within the first thirty minutes of the hour. 
If the dishes have not been removed when the thirty 
minutes are up, they should be left to be collected after 
the meeting is over. 

No tipping should be allowed at the luncheon. An 
arrangement should be made with the hotel manage- 
ment to collect five cents extra on each meal ticket, the 
total sum to be divided among the waiters by the manage- 
ment. 


The Meeting Hour 


The length of the noon luncheon meetings should be 
one hour. Promptness in beginning and promptness in 
closing is a distinctive feature of Kiwanis meetings. 

Twelve-fifteen o'clock to one-fifteen seems the most 
popular hour for the luncheon meetings, although the 
hour favored by the most members should be adopted 
by the club following the first regular meeting. The 
most satisfactory meeting day should also be decided by 
the membership unless the day is arbitrarily fixed because 
the room desired is taken on other days. 

The first thirty minutes of the meeting hour should 
prove ample time in which the luncheon may be served 
and eaten. The last thirty minutes should be confined 
to program. 


The First Luncheon 


The first luncheon should be arranged as soon as the 
first twenty-five men have been secured for membership 
and luncheons should be held once each week thereafter. 


Planning the Program 


The Field Representative must not forget that the 
weekly luncheon is the avenue through which the Krwan- 
IAN must view the great Kiwanis movement until such 
time as he is able to appreciate the full import of Krwants. 
To be very frank, the first luncheon is in most cases his 
first concrete evidence that he has received anything for 
his investment of $20. It is therefore, fundamental that 
each program must be well planned and well balanced. 
It must be both interesting and worth while; both enter- 
taining and instructive. 

In the planning of the meetings as in no other place 
will your originality have an opportunity to express 
itself. Do not load your program, but on the other hand 
have something prepared for every minute. 

a. Music. Nothing so arouses the morale of a crowd 
as the spirited singing of some snappy songs. A good 
song leader and pianist among the membership will 
prove a great asset. 

One good special musical number will be a splendid 
addition to the program. No difficulty will be found in 
securing local talent of merit to furnish this part of the 
luncheon program. 

b. The Speaker. Unusual care should be taken to 
secure men as speakers for the luncheons whose ability 
has been absolutely proven and whose talk will be upon 
some interesting and popular topic. You cannot afford 
to have one speaker of mediocre calibre. 

c. Special Five-Minute Talk. It will be well for 
the Field Representative to arrange to give a five-minute 
talk each meeting. This plan will allow him to present 
some pertinent Krwants facts to the membership. 

The first talk might well be along the lines of the atti- 
tude of Krwanis toward exchange of business. It should 
be carefully set forth that business giving or business

getting is not relevant to Kiwanis membership. Real 
KIWANIANS would not stoop to make Kiwanis member- 
ship express such supreme selfishness as would be implied 
in a plan to exchange business. The only basis upon 
which any K1wantan would be willing to accept business 
from another Kiwanian is on the basis of his having 
proven his ability to render a one hundred per cent service 
either through the sale of merchandise or professional 
services. 

Another talk could be given on the size and growth 
of Krwanis. Other subjects will suggest themselves. 


d. Newspaper Representatives. Adequate publicity 
in the local news media will so greatly assist the work 
that every possible means should be used to secure 
cooperation. The publishers or editors of local news- 
papers should be secured for membership at an early date. 

The reporters for local papers should be the guests 
of the club on meeting days not only as a mark of courtesy, 
but also to insure that the entire meeting is reported. 

The Field Representative will find that even from 
the beginning of his work in a city he may secure publicity 
if he carefully writes an article which may be published 
without much revision. 

e. Reception Committee. The appointment of a 
Reception or “‘Glad Hand’? Committee by the Field 
Representative, whose duty it will be to greet and make 
acquainted the members upon arrival at the meetings, 
will greatly assist in the development of a fine fraternal 
spirit. 

The Luncheon Notice 

The first luncheon notice may well be sent upon the 
stationery furnished to the Field Representative. The 
subsequent notices should be sent out upon the business 
stationery of a different member of the club each week. 

All the originality possible should be exercised in the 
creation of a novel and interesting, as well as informing, 
luncheon notice, Sample notices will be furnished with 
the supplies. 

Conducting the Luncheon Meeting 

The items of the following outline are in chronological 
order. While the program should be varied as much as 
possible from week to week, the elements of the program 
will remain essentially the same. 

a. The Opening. Promptly at _ twelve-fifteen the 
temporary President should rap for order and announce 
a verse of the national anthem which all will, of course, 
stand and sing. 

If the temporary directors so decide, a minister may 
be asked to act as chaplain and ‘return thanks.” 

As soon as the men are well seated the temporary 
President will ask each man to sign his attendance slip 
promptly. The temporary Secretary will collect the 
slips from which he will make up his attendance record. 

b. The Roll Call. A roll call of the membership 
is an essential feature of every Kiwanis luncheon meeting. 
Its purpose is to promote acquaintance among the mem- 
bers. 

Many novel methods may be developed to vary the 
roll call. The usual method is for each member to rise 
to his feet, give his name, address and business. This 
may be varied by having each man introduce the next 
man to him on his right or left, as desired. If separate 
tables are used, one man at each table may be asked to 
introduce all the others at his table. 

Acquaintance is the first step toward friendship and 
since friendships are the fundamental basis of Krwan1an 
relationships no opportunity should be lost to impress 
the personality of each member upon all his fellow mem- 
bers. 

The Roll Call is, of course, conducted during the 
luncheon in order to conserve time. 
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c. The Silent Boost. One member each week should 
be given an opportunity to furnish to each member 
attending the luncheon, some literature or advertising 
novelty which will help impress his personality and 
business or professional classification upon his fellow 
members. 

The member furnishing the “silent boost” will lay the 
articles or literature at the luncheon places preceding 
the luncheon hour. 

d. Community Singing. Nothing helps so to raise 
the morale of a meeting as the singing of some lively 
songs as noted in a preceding paragraph. Some songs, 
or at least a song should be sung during the course of the 
luncheon. 

e. The Attendance Prize. In order to inject a sport- 
ing element into the meeting a member is asked to con- 
tribute an attendance prize for each noon luncheon. The 
value of the prize should not exceed $5 in any case. 

Either as soon as the attendance slips have been col- 
lected or at this point in the meeting the attendance 
slips should all be shuffled and one of the members ap- 
pointed by the chair to draw five slips; the fifth slip 
drawn will indicate the winner. 

f. The Chairman of the Day. In order to give each 
member an opportunity to preside at a noon luncheon 
a “chairman of the day’’ may be appointed for each 
meeting. 

Up to this point in the meeting the temporary presi- 
dent has been presiding. It is best not to introduce 
the chairman of the day too early since the man who 
knows the procedure and knows his crowd is best fitted 
to guide the meeting up to this time. 

At this point the “Chairman of the Day”’ will be intro- 
duced by the President. 

g. Special Music or Entertainment. The meeting 
has by this time proceeded thirty minutes, the luncheon 
has been finished and the waiters have left the room. 

At this time the chairman will introduce the one or 
ones who will furnish the special musical or entertainment 
feature which should not take more than five minutes. 

h. The Speaker. The chairman will now introduce 
the speaker of the day who will have twenty-five minutes 
in which to present his subject. 

A speaker is always glad to know in advance how long 
he is to speak so it will be a courtesy to advise him that 
the programs are so planned as to allow twenty-five 
minutes to the speaker. This plan will serve to keep 
the speaker within his allotted time. 


Conclusion 


While this lengthy explanation would seem to indicate 
that a meeting as outlined could not be confined to an 
hour’s period, there are many local Kiwanis C.LusBs 
that go through equally as strenuous or even more stren- 
uous a program each week in the allotted time. 

Don’t forget that pep is vital to a Krwanis luncheon 
meeting. The President may have to be schooled to 
make the first half hour snappy. If he does the job 


satisfactorily he certainly cannot eat all of his meal with 
the rest since something is doing every minute. 

Encourage the exercise of originality upon the part 
of those members by whom you have been assisted in 
preparing the program. 


The Ten Commandments of Finance

1. Don’t engage in a new business until you 
have made a careful, unprejudiced estimate of its 
capital requirements and of its chances of making 
money. 

2. Don’t try to raise money until you have 
demonstrated your ability to use it. 

3. Take all available means for acquiring all 
the capital you and your business can profitably 
use. 

4. Don’t engage in unprofitable side lines. 

5. Don’t count your profits until you’ve re- 
paired your capital. 

6. Keep your property on the firing line. 

7. Keep enough cash on hand to meet emer- 
gencies and to seize opportunities. 

8. Don’t be penny wise and pound foolish. 

9. Watch your investment eternally. 

10. Know when to quit.

The Editor’s Uneasy Chair 











OME thinks about competitors, anent delegates, in re inspiration, 
pertaining to pie, regarding entertainment, bearing on ladies and 
a few other ideas out of the dusty pigeon "oles of the Editorial brain. 
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AD you ever given a thought 
to back bone? You have it 
of course in your personal 

affairs, but how about your Kiwanis 
Cius? Is it willing to do a radical 
thing? Is it trimming and trying 
to keep in the middle of the road, or 
is it a live, vital, up-and-doing force 
in the community. 

These reflections are due to a piece 
of news we have just gleaned from a 
Montreal paper. For two days they 
had a strike in the Water Depart- 
ment. It seriously hampered con- 
ditions; fire, hospitals, and many 
other public institutions were endangered. 

President L’Esperance promptly interviewed 
the Chairman of the Administrative Committee 
at the city hall and told him a few things. “We 
will see that the city has water and that the hospi- 
tals will not suffer while able bodied KiwantAns 
can swing a shovel! If called upon by the city, 
our club will work in one hour shifts at the 
pumping station fires!” 

Then just to show he was not bluffing they did it! 
They supplied one hundred and fifty stokers and 
engineers, with the result that by five o'clock 
that afternoon they had the water supply to 
normal, and the next day the strike was ended! 

What do Montreal people think of Kiwanis 
do you suppose?

Any organization man knows that the most 
vital position in any club is the office of Secretary. 
Presidents direct the activities of a Kiwanis CLuB 
and deserve all credit or blame for its success or 
failure. 

But it is the work of the Secretary to carry out 
these plans. On him depends the satisfactory 
execution of the work and a good Secretary makes 
a good organization as surely as a poor one is like 
a clog on the movements of the best President 
in the country. 

We are taking it for granted that all Kiwanis 
Secretaries are good ones. We know of no 
exception. That is they are good, better or best; 
none poor. 

But in looking over the Krwants Cxiuss of the 
country, and lining up the most successful ones 
we find it an interesting fact to note that the dozen 
who stand out high above the lot are all clubs 
who have highly paid Secretaries, or Secretaries 
with well paid assistants. 

It is rarely possible for clubs ;operating under 
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our general plan to be able to afford hiring all of 
a Secretary’s time. We are firmly convinced, 
however, that this work should not be done through 
Kiwanis loyalty. The financial returns of the 
position should be great enough to make it worth 
a good man’s time or else they should elect a purely 
honorary Secretary with a salary sufficient for 
him to employ some one to do the work. 
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Birmingham has a plan which we publish at 
length in this issue. They have a Secretary and 
then a paid woman assistant who is always in the 
office and on the job, and Mrs. Florence Tarrant 
has proven so eminently satisfactory in this posi- 
tion that they would not even consider a change. 

But regardless of the scheme on which it is 
worked out the “laborer is worth his hire’ and the 
club which tries to get something for nothing 
has the usual result. 

The clubs with the highest salaried Secretaries 
are the clubs which measure up to the best stand- 
ards. 

* * * a 

This brings up the ever present problem of 
fees and dues. Just as a club’s outgo must be 
predicated on its income and as a club progresses 
and finds wider opportunities for building in its 
city, so does the necessity for an increase in fees 
and dues arise. 

The fee is now almost universally twenty-five 
dollars. This is so small that no possible appli- 
cant ever objects to it and only a few clubs do not 
have it, and they are those who think it puts too 
cheap an estimate on Kiwanis and they charge 
fifty and one hundred dollars. 

But the dues are anything from ten dollars to 
one hundred dollars per year. There is a tendency 
for most of the clubs, however, to add the price 
of fifty-two luncheons to twenty dollars and make 
this the dues for the year and let the Secretary 
pay the hotel bill. This saves annoyance and it 
also encourages attendance because a non attend- 
ant will lose the price of his luncheon“and the 
club will add just that much to its treasury. 


One case of the kind was a club which paid one 
dollar and fifty cents for luncheon and had origi- 
nally had dues of fifteen dollars per year. They 
felt the dues were too low and in raising them they 
figured on twenty dollars, and fifty-two luncheons 
at one dollar and fifty cents which is seventy-eight 
dollars, and when they added the twenty dollars 
to this and found it amounted to ninety-eight 
dollars a year, they simply made the dues one 
hundred dollars per year payable quarterly in 
advance and the plan has worked out beautifully.

Praise be to the Lord, let’s hope the condition continues, 
for it will result, saith the prophet, in prompt attendance 
each week. Selah! 


Owing to the unusually mysterious letter which the 
Secretary succeeded in writing (after six and one-half 
hours of mental effort), the entire crowd was on the qui 
vive. 

It may be remarked by way of parenthesis and as hav- 
ing nothing to do with the minutes, that it is a darned good 
thing to have women on the qui vive and a darned sight 
better to have a bunck of Kiwanians on it. Here endeth 
the interpolation. 

The first great mystery to be propounded was the soup. 
After a noisy effort on the part of the guests to discover 
the contents it was given up as a bad job—that is the effort 
was given up; the soup stayed down. 

The great surprise of the day occurred when President 
Atwater announced roll call and called upon Louis 
Schwerdtle to start it. Louis Schwerdtle arose in his

Followin the graceful acceptance of the trombone on 
the part of Mr. Steinke, whose every movement is as grace- 
ful as a young hippopotamus could be expected to be, 
kazoos were distributed to the crowd and the program was 
proceeded with. 
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The first attempt at the Impromptu Prepared Etude 
fell flat, the second attempt fell flatter. On the third 
attempt Bill Steinke was in the lead and everything was 
going well when Bill’s trombone came apart on him. 

Mayor Wilson was present and discovered that things 
were going on in the center of the city of which he hadn't 
the least suspicion.

INDIANA DISTRICT 


What now follows is the same sort of a report 
from the Indiana District written by R. G. Brusch 
of Marion. Note the brevity and terseness.

Just installed a new set of officers, heard 
an address by Lieutenant Louis H. Cohn, of the French 
Army, on “Is the World’s Task Finished?” and is generally 
making preparations to become one of the big clubs in 
the State. 

FORT WAYNE: Putting new vim and pep in the 
campaign for more houses in Fort Wayne, installing a 
new set of officers for the new year and is generally en- 
joying a well deserved success. 

FRANKLIN: Making splendid and frequent use of 
the permanent quarters which the club leased several 
months ago. This club is located in one of the small 
cities of Indiana, but you wouldn’t know it from the 
noise, pep and genuine Kiwanis enthusiasm continually 
emanating from its entire membership.

business value to every member enrolled. While 

this is not the primary objective which prompts 
a man to seek membership in the club, nor the members 
of the club who solicit new members, yet, by the very na- 
ture of the organization and its associations, such proves 
to be the case. 

We all recognize that the Krwants Cus is not a medium 
for the exchange of business among its members, although 
such an exchange of business is bound to result providing 
the fundamental principles are observed and practiced. 

In the first place, a man is selected for membership be- 
cause he makes the Golden Rule the basis for all his busi- 
ness dealings; secondly, he is recognized as a man among 
men; thirdly, he is interested in the progress and growth 
of his city and is willing to devote a portion of his talents 
and money to the accomplishment of those things. 

Confidence is the first and essential requisite which must 
be established before any man may interest another man, 
or group of individuals, in himself, his business or profes- 
sion, be that what it may. No one has heard of people 
continuously patronizing a business man, whether he sold 
automobiles, watches, shoes, clothing, dry goods, or any 
other commodity, in whom they could repose no con- 
fidence. The same is equally true of the profession of med- 
icine, law, dentistry, the ministry or banking, and espe- 
cially is it true of the banking: Who would select a bank 
to receive his deposits for safe-keeping, 6dr where he might 
transact all his financial affairs, unless he had the utmost 
and implicit trust and confidence in the integrity and busi- 
ness standards of its officials? Yet we all know that the 
business man or the professional man who conducts his

as the public at large. He is known far and wide as one 
who deals fairly and squarely with all his patrons and cli- 
ents, and his standing in the community is that of a man 
and citizen who is interested in every movement which has 
for its purpose the betterment of all the community’s 
interest, whether they be civic, social, educational, polit- 
ical, moral or religious. 

Membership in the Kiwanis Cius begets confidence 
because the members are brought into closer contact 
with each other, perhaps than in any other organization, 
and this is due to the very nature of the organization 
and its unique plan of social intercourse among its mem- 
bers. The fact that Krwanrans assemble weekly around 
the luncheon table, forget their business cares for the time 
being, become boys once again and address each other by 
their favorite nick names, engenders a closer fellowship 
and comradeship than would be possible under different 
circumstances. This has a tendency to promote a feeling 
of confidence and good will among all the members in the 
club, and it goes without the saying that when a man has 
won the confidence and esteem of his fellows to such an 
extent as being interested in his general welfare, which 
includes his business or profession, such a man is bound 
to succeed. In fact, without such an interest no man can 
be a success and prosper and be known in the club or in 
the community as one who stands out conspicuously 
among his fellows as a man of real worth and power. 

The word “Kiwanis” stands for good business dealing, 
and the standards upon which Kiwanis is built engenders 
and promotes the spirit of square dealing among all its 
members. 

To reiterate, while Krwants is not organized for the ex- 
change of business, yet it unconsciously does promote 
an exchange of business among its members, because of the 
confidence, respect, esteem and closer bonds of fellowship 
which it builds into the warp and woof of its members.

As 
President of the club it remains for me to give you the 
right hand of fellowship and officially deelare you to be a 
member with us, and not alone with us, but kindred with 
that great international family circle of Krwantans, which 
is continental in its activities. 

We appreciate the interest you have shown for K1- 
wants in seeking to join our club. Reciprocally we would 
have you realize we pay high compliment to your personal 
worth in accepting you to our fellowship. Kiwanis is a 
selective organization, limiting its members by two from 
each recognized business or profession. We accept you on

merit alone as the type to us of your classification. Here 
wespurn the accidental distinctions which position and pro- 
fession so often make and pay tribute, by accepting you, 
to your essential worth. Unless, therefore, you typify the 
high ideals and virtues of your calling you bar the entrance 
to our club of the representative men for whom we seek. 


The entrance of a group such as you must neccessarily, 
by the operation of natural law, effect a change in elevat- 
ing or depressing to some degree the atmosphere of this 
room. By the spiritual law by which we are conditioned, 
as stern as the other, the admission of your personalities, 
your separate individualities into this club will of necessity 
raise or lower the warmth of its social temperature, its 
moral tone and its spiritual effectiveness. As type men to 
us of your respective business or profession, you will on 
the other hand typify to the outside observer the spirit 
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of Kiwanis, its idealism and its value and potency as a 
factor in the life of its members and in our community at 
large. 

As a member with us of this great commonwealth of 
good fellowship, you ask, ‘‘What are its aims, its ideals, 
its aspirations? You hold in your hand our “creed” in 
which an attempt has been made to systematize some of 
the high resolves and purposes of this K1rwants idea. 
Reading, you will see that it demands a high standard 
of private and public life. Builded around the central 
ideal of unselfish service, it may be adequately expressed 
in the motto—‘“‘Service not Self.” I know of no person 
or institution failing because its ideals were too high; but 
I have seen many who have failed to stamp the impress 
of their personality on the world because their ideals were 
too low and their objects too trivial. If, in the generations 
to follow, national life is to be exalted to the highest table- 
lands of service and well being, our city life to be clean 
and wholesome; our home life happy; and individual life 
sweetened and made more radiant and useful, it will be 
because these principles of unselfishness and service for 
which Krwants stands have been incorporated with the 
life of the Nation, the community, the home and the in- 
dividual. Kiwanis stands not merely for the principle 
of “live and let live,” but to live and help live; to raise a 
man’s moral wages in his common duties; to break down 
class prejudices; and seeks to cultivate lives rooted in 
sympathy and expressed in terms of social helpfulness. 

And yet, Fellow Krwanians, these high resolves are 
of little value if they be merely an annex to living and not 
made a part of the daily life of the fireside, the workshop 
and the market-place. Goodness and honesty in the ab- 
stract are meaningless, and receive significance only as 
exemplified in the lives of good and honest men. Kiwanis, 
therefore, to be more than an empty phrase must be lived. 
Here, then, rests the responsibility on you and me—to 
make Kiwanis significant, positive and to mediate its 
idealism to the world in our common human relationships. 
In short, we must first become good K1rwanians, putting 
our creed into our deed. Kiwanis will then assume its 
rightful place as an organization, international in its in- 
fluence and worthy of perpetuation. 


“This above all! To thine own self be true, 
And it must follow, as the night the day, 
Thou canst not then be false to any man.” 


By you, then, Krwants will be judged in our city. 
Guard well the responsibility which is yours to hold its 
standards high! 

In concluding let me call to mind a principle familiar 
to us in our business life. In banking we can draw only 
on what has been deposited to our account; we receive 
only because we have first given. The law of compensa- 
tion and justice applies in all the relations of life and brings 
back to us just what we have given to others. In your 
relationship to this club your returns will depend on what 
you contribute to its club life. Bear in mind, however, 
this important distinction which reverses your relationship. 
While as regards your banker, you are the creditor, the 
bank your debtor; here you assume the obligations and 
become the debtor, the club your creditor. Our club owes 
to you solely an opportunity to be of service and invest 
your personality at its best in exalting its purposes and 
aiding and expanding its efforts in helpful social service. 
To our club you owe the the best you possess of social 
graces, your clubableness, courage, good cheer, goud faith 
and love. Invest them unreservedly in the club life and 
watch the dividends of joy in service accumulate. Meet 
your fellow-members half way with the open hand. Re- 
member acquaintance is the door to friendship’s house 
and the glad hand is often the pass key. Be a radiator 
of genial good cheer, not a refrigerator. Your value to 


the club and it to you will depend on your own responsive- 
ness. 
Remember Lowell’s lofty lines: 

“Be noble! and the nobleness that lies in 

other men, sleeping but never dead, will 

rise in majesty to meet thine own.” 
Krwants will become just what you wish it to be. Help 
us to stamp its high idealism on the social environment of 
our city and join in bringing in the day of which our Poet 
Laureate sang—

The following motion was made by Dr. A. I. Folsom, 
was duly seconded by a unanimous rising vote at a meet- 
ing of the Dallas Kiwanis Cius, December 11, 1919. 

The Kiwanis INTERNATIONAL CLUB in convention 
assembled at Providence, Rhode Island, in 1918 a new 
constitution and hy-laws which provided for the crestion 
of a number of districts in the United States with a 
Governor and other district officers to preside over same. 

In conformance with the new national constitution 
a district was soon composed of Oklahoma and all of 
Texas, with the exception of El Paso, and referred to 
as the Southwest District, in which district there had 
been organized clubs at Dallas, Ft. Worth, Houston, 
San Antonio, Oklahoma City and Tulsa. The various 
clubs were requested to nominate one of their own mem- 
bers, Mr. Joe A. Gerrity, and in due time Mr. Gerrity’s 
nomination was eadorsed by other clubs so that when 
the final district convention was called at Tulsa, he was 
the unanimous selection of all the clubs in the district 
for Governor. 

Mr. Gerrity has spent much time in behalf of Kiwanis 
in the Southwest District, and a substantial sum of 
money traveling to various sections of the District, 
visiting the various clubs and doing everything he could 
to advance the interest of Kiwants in his district. Prob- 
ably no one connected with Kiwanis in the Southwest 
territory has spent more time, thought and money to 
advance the interest of the organization than Mr. Gerrity. 
In creating the organization and starting it as a district 
organization, mistakes were made in this district as 
elsewhere. Things were done that might have been 
done on some other basis and been more effective, but 
the fact remains that Mr. Gerrity and his associate 
officers gave Kiwanis their best efforts in working out 
the problems of the district, and therefore, as loyal 
KIwaNIANs every member of Kiwanis in this district, 
and especially the members of the Dallas Club, owe a 
debt of appreciation to our fellow member, Mr. Gerrity, 
for the active work done by him and the money spent 
by him in furthering the interest of our club. Therefore, 
the members of the Kiwanis Cuivus, in Dallas, should by 
unanimous vote extend to Mr. Gerrity their thanks and 
their expression of appreciation as a KIwANIAN and as a 
member of our organization for his untiring efforts and 
his loyalty to Kiwanis during his administration as 
Governor of the Southwest District. 

Motion by Ben Thorp duly seconded that copy of 
resolution be sent to Joe A. Gerrity, District Governor 
and District Secretary.
